In 1979 he introduced before 
the school board a resolution 
dealing with the observance of 
Black History Month in city 
schools. 

The resolution, which was 
adopted by a 3-1 vote, called 
for the schools to include in 
their curriculum events that tell 
the part blacks have played in 
the development of the United 
States. 

In August 1983, Holland 
introduced a resolution to end 
corporal punishment in the 
schools. 

Public education is the only 
institution in this country that 


is permitted to physically pun- — 


ish the individuals in its care; 
not even penal systems are 
allowed to do this, Holland 
says. 

Holland says it isthe school 
district's and the educators’ 
challenge to come up with 
alternatives to physical pun- 
ishment and to draw the line 
between discipline and uncon- 
trollable behavior. 

“To control discipline does 
not .mean a child has to be 
slapped into place,” Holland 
Says. “We need to come up 


with alternatives to physicak 


punishment because it doegn't 
olve the problem.” 

Although Holland's resolu- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 


6-1, the board decided 
unanimously to take a fresh 
look at the issue with help from 
the League Against Child 
Abuse. 

Thanks to Holland efforts to 
improve discipline and reduce 
the use of corporal punishment 
in Columbus appear to be pay- 
ing off’ 

Columbus Superintendent 
James G.- Hyre reported 
recently that-paddling has 
decreased by 55 percent dur- 
ing the first two months of this 
school year.

Montgomery Excellent Choice 


Mayor-elect Dana G. Rinehart is to be highly com- 
mended for his choice to head up the city's ultra-sensitive 
Division of Public Safety. e* 

In choosing 56-year-old Alfonso C. Montgomery for the 
vitally important position, Rinehart, so to speak, killed two 
birds with a single stroke of his brand new pen of authority. 
On the one hand, he dramatically honored a campaign 
commitment to the black community, while at the same 
time fulfilling an obligation to the entire citizenry to appoint 
only persons uniquely qualified to represent them in his 
cabinet. 

Montgomery, a retired Army officer with extensive back- 
ground in both military and state governmental services, 
settled in Golumbus in 1969 after 20 years of a distin- 
guished military career, where he served ‘as an Infantry 
instructor, a Platoon leader in Korea earning the Bronze 
Star in recognition of combat achievement, and later 
assigned to Army Intelligence units in the States and Paris, 
France. 

A product of Prairie View A&M College Texas and its 
ROTC unit, Montgomery was commissioned a second 
lieutenant upon graduating in 1948. He then earned a Mas- 
ter's degree in Public Administration from Central Michi- 
gan University. 

Upon retirement from the Army, Montgomery became 
the assistant deputy director in the Administration of Jus- 
tice Division of the Ohio department of Urban Affairs, later 
serving as chief of Field Services in that department's Law 
Enforcement Planning Agency. 

It was while holding the latter position that he became 
acquainted with the Columbus Division of Police. As chief 
of Field Services for the agency, he was instrumental inthe 
police department being awarded funds to purchase its 
first four helicopters back in the 1970's. He worked hand- 
in-hand with Columbus-police brass in influencing the U.S. 
Government to fund the helicopter project ¢ 

Rinehart was obviously referring to this project funding 
when he told a press conference last week that: “Al Mont- 
gomery is a top-flight administrator and recognized pro- 
fessional in the public safety field. His education and: 
extensive experience in working with federal, state and 
local governments to improve public safety makes him an 
ideal person to fill this critical position.” 

For recognizing those superb credentials and then, at the 
-tiSk Of being harshly criticized by narrow-minded whites, 
Rinehart was man enough to make the appointment. For 
this reason. Rinehart proved to be aman of his word, and of 
equal significance, he gave the citizens of Columbus the 
most qualified person available for the position in the ulti- 
mate process 

Regardless of what happens down the road, Rinehart has 
eminently demonstrated that his heart is in the right place. 
And for that, he merits the confidence and commendation 
of all fair-minded citizens. . 


FCC Ruling No Surprise 


The recent decision by the Federal Communication 
Commission denying a petition by black community lead- 
ers to challenge the license renewal of WSYN-FM came as 
no surprise. 

In essence, the ruling supports Franklin Communica- 
tron’s-right to run their station as they see fit. 

We are not surprised that black community leaders have 
dropped their efforts to have a 24-hour black-oriented 
radio station in Columbus once again. Challenging a 
license renewal is an expensive time consuming project 
that black community leaders did not seem prepared to 
handle. Their efforts appeared to be like a piece of hot fatin 
grease-it sizzled fast. 

In the summer of 1982, Franklin Communication com- 
pleted the purchasevof WVKO AM-FM radio station from 
owner Bert Charles. Charles had programmed black- 
oriented music on the 24-hour FM channel. The AM chan- 
nel is only licensed to broadcast from dawn to dusk. 

WVKO-AM remains black-oriented but signs off at dusk. 
WVKO-FM switched to WSNY, an adult contemporary pro- 
gramming format. 

The community, leaders had challenged the license 
renwal on the basis that the black community was being 
deprived of public affairs programming. They viewed 
WVKO as a valuable communication tool in the black 
community. 

How well we remember the community meeting ata local 
church when well-intentioned community leaders told a 
packed church hall that they would “bring the station to its 
knees.” ¥ 

Within weeks after the meeting, interest began todwindte 
and has continued to do so at an accelerated pace. Discus- 
sions of black leaders looking for an outlet for a black 
music station, is just that talk, and it too shall die. 

Rather than pondering the status of WVKO and the estab- 
lishment of a black programming outlet, we need to deal 
with. why no Columbus radio station feels that a black- 
oriented music format would be a profitable, venture. 

If there is a push for black-oriented programming, then 
we feel the push should be for an already established sta- 
tion to adopt a black-oriented format. 


Shame On Meese 


Recent statements by presidential aide Edwin Meese can 
only add fuel to the fire that Ronald Reagan's administra- 
tion is insensitive to the needs of the poor. 

We are appalled that a public official could be so insensi- 
tive as to believe that hunger in America has been elimi- 
nated or even curtailed.

Much of the debate on whether a 
black candidate should enter the 
primaries as the representative of 
all blacks turned on whether ornot 
such a strategy would advance 
black political interests It was 
generally agreed that such a can- 
didacy would be symbolic. in the 
sense that the candidate would not 
be iikely to win the nomination 

Now that Jesse Jackson has 
Officially entered the race. such 
considerations are academic 
There is a black candidate running 
now, and there is agreement that 
while that candidacy entaits high 
risks, there may be some positives 
as well 

The risks are familiar -- weaken- 
ing other candidates with a better 
chance to win who would favor 
policies blacks want; disillusion- 
ment among black voters, stimu- 
lating an anti-black ‘backlash 
vote. and others. The positives too 
are familiar, most especially the 
likelihood of sharply increased 
black voter registration and politi- 
cal participation 

The black share of the voting 
age population that actually votes 
is lower than the white rate. There 
IS a persistent gap of about ten 
percentage points In the 1980 
election, forexample, about half of 
eligibie blacks and 60 percent of 
eligible whites voted 

As a result, several states 
slipped into the Reagan column as 
his margin of victory was far lower 
than the numbers of unregistered 
black voters who presumably 
wouid have voted for other candi- 
d@les, as suggested by the voting 
Paiierns of blacks who did vote 

in New York, with its big bioc of 
eléctoral votes, Reagan beat Car- 
ter by 165,000 votes while almost 


900,000 blacks sat out the election

less than 40,000 votes as over half

All Americans. regardless of 
their political persuasion. should 
welcome Jackson's entry into the

At the same time, all blacks must 
be wary of allowing this candidacy 
to sprit the community along parti- 
san political lines.

Ohio Politics Crucial 


Buoyed by unusually high voter 
registration and an apparent 
record turn-out in the November 
election, Ohio is in a position to 
play a key role in the 1984 presi- 
dential politics, according to 
Secretary of State Sherrod Brown 

Registration and turn-out usu- 
ally drops in off-year elections, but 
Ohio set a new record in the elec- 
tions in which two tax-cut issues 
and a proposal to raise the beer- 
drinking age from 19 to 21 were 
defeated 

“I think it's significant to 
remember that no Republican 
president has ever been elected 
without carrying Ohio,” Brown 
said : 

“But more important, the big 
numbers of new voters signal to 
me that the decline in voter partic- 
ipation we -had been seeing for 
several years may have leveled off 
and may be reversing itself.” 

Unofficial results indicate that at 
least 3.5 million persons voted, a 
turn-out of more than 60 per cent 
that exceeded the record 3.4 mil- 
tion set for an off-year election in 
1977. Cine now ives 5,626,004 reg- 


istered voters, just slightly below 
the record set during the 1980 pre- 
sidential election year 

Registration and turn-out were 
exceptionally heavy among young 
people. who were motivated by the 
drinking - age issue and by two 
tax-cut proposals which would 
have raised college tuition

The fact is that Meshei wanted the Supreme Court to remove Sam 
Speck’s (R-Néw Concord) name from the ballot when they cut up his 
Senate district. When they refused, Meshe! promptly removed the™ 
‘court's $1.6 million request from the budget. He did include $1 million in 
the budget for a trade office in Lagos, Nigeria -- a place that CBS's 60 
Minutes recently exposed as perhaps the most corrupt city in the worid 
Cincinnati and Cleveland are certainly a much better investment than 
Lagos and yet Meshel claims a million dollars to these cities is an 
unnecessary expenditure of state funds . 

The fact is Meshel gave Ohio's government a $3.8 billion raise (from 
$13.1 billion to $16.9 billion) and now objects to the spending of $1 
million or six-thousanths of 1 percent of the budget. He'll have to object 
to a thousand such expenditures before he has an impact on6 percent of 
the budget.

On each day of Kwanzaa, an 
African principle of living is 
emphasized.

During the holiday, families 
display"a mat symbolizing the 
foundation of African and 
Afro-American culture; ears of

Come travel with me to the 
adventuresome and culturally 
theraputic Dakar, Senegal and 


Banjul, Gambia on Africa's’ 


west coast. Senegal lies on the 
bulge of Western Africa, 
bounded by the Atlantic 
Ocean, Maritania, Mali, Gui- 
nea, and Guinea Bassau. 
Gambia, the small country 
made famous by Alex Haley in 
his novel and legendary award- 
winning television adaptation 
“Roots,” penetrates more than 
200 miles into Seneaal.

Lightweight, loose- 
fitting summer clothing 
(mostly cotton) is comfortable 
for the warm West African cli- 
mate. Temperatures range in 
the high 80's and 90's in the 
summer (June-November), 
and the mid to high 60's and 
70's in the winter (Decem- 
ber-May). ; 

Like the seasons, the people 
are basically warm, friendly 
and comfortable when talking 
to foreigners. French is the 
official language of Senegal.

Downtown Bookstore Begins 
Week Honoring Black Women 


Fan the Flames Bookstore, 
located on the first floor of the 
YWCA downtown, is celebrat- 
ing Black women writers dur- 
ing December. Fan the Flames, 
which has been in existence for 
10 years, is. the only women's 
bookstore in Columbus. 


Susan L. Tarrier, a co- 
manager of FtF, says, ‘Our 
store carries books that most 
bookstores don't carry 
because they can't sell volume 
on these books. But that's 


really what Fan the Flames is 
all about-carrying books that 
are important in their own 
right, regardless of how many 
copies sell.” According to Tar- 
rier, Fan the Flames would like 
to see higher sales for books by 
Biack women, and that is the 
reason for the celebration. 


“People don't realize how 
many outstanding Black, 
women writers ther ," said 
Tarrier. “Of course, when Alice 
Walker got the Pulitzer Prize 
for The Color Purple many 
more people became aware of 
her work." Tarrier estimates 
that FtF alone hesgota as many 
as 200 copies of the paper- 
bound edition of Walker's 
book. ‘‘Even though most 
Black women writers may 
never receive the Pulitzer 
Prize,’’ Tarrier continues, 
“they're still writing incredible 


houses before they were.ka

ollmaker Adds Personal Style To Cabbage Patch-Like Dolls

A few months ago Crystal Hicks was literally begging people 
buy her cuddly rag dolls. Now the orders are coming in 
ster than she can make them due to the recent cabbage 
itch craze. 

Hicks makes tne cabbage patch kids from the original patt- 
n sold by their creator when the dolls were called Little 
ople Pals. 

Hicks says the dolls are identical to the highly advertised 
leco version except that the face is made of soft sculpture 
bric instead of soft rubber. : 

Unlike the Coleco cabbage dolls sold in stores, Hicks’ dolls, 
led Cuddly Babies, come in three sizes: 16 in. ($20), 28 in. 
24( and 32 in. ($45). 

Customers also have a choice of not only the color of the doll 
it'also its sex, hair and eye color. 

Each of Hicks’ dolls, like the one-of-a-kind Coleco dolls are 
ade differently but this was not done intentionally, she says. 
It's impossible to make all the dolls alike. It's just hard to 
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make each doll with the same eyes, nose and other facial 
features,” Hicks says. 

Hicks says it takes about five hours to complete one doll and 
with the Christmas rush, she makes five dolls a day with a back 
order of 20 to be completed before Christmas Day. 

Shopping regularly for little dresses, shirts and trousers, 
toddler outfits, disposable diapers, socks and shoes, Hicks 
prepares each cabbage kid as if they were going off to school 
for the first time and she wants them to make a good 
impression. ‘ 

Her living room has become somewhat a doll factory with 
mother, Barbara White and children, Marcus, 14 and Marva, 15 
working an assembly line in order to get her Christmas orders 
done in time. 

“| can't believe how people are going crazy over these dolls. | 


_haven't had the chance to do anything but make them,” she 


says, pointing beyond the half dozen doll heads on the coffee 


table awaiting bodies, to the Christmas tree standing in front of ~ 
‘the window in need of ornaments.

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dolls, adding the facial features is a job Hicks allows no one but 
herself to do. “I put my personal touch to the face," she says. 

Unlike the moon-faced cabbage kids in stores, Hicks’ dolis 
do not come with adoption papers. On the other hand, her 
“cuddly babies” do not look quite as homely as the Coleco 
models. 

Lined up across the living room sofa for the Call & Post, the 
completed dolls looked like a bunch of little love-starved kids 
in need of a hug. 

This is the first hobby I've stuck with, Hicks says, mentioning 
that she has also tried her hands at play and poetry writing. The 
dollmaker hopes to pattern her own dolls one day. 

In the meantime she says she-will continue to make the 
cabbage patch-like dolls as long as people want them. 

“With ‘everything else thats going on in the worid today | 
think its kind of ridiculous the way people are scrambling over 
these dolls,” she says.

and less vulnerability. Both of the superpowers have to get off the 
escalator of the arms race before they wind up bankrupted by the 
expense or, worse, reduced to ashes in a nuclear Armageddon. 

And poverty can't be solved by expecting people to work when 
jobs aren't available. Thirty-five million Americans are poor, and 
almost as many are near-poor. Ten million are officially unem- 
ployed, and many more are discouraged workers -- dropouts 
from the labor force because of a permanent job shortage. 

So it's important to define our problems in a way that is mean- 
ingful -- escaping the broad, simplistic generalizations that shed 
no light on the prablems and even block our way to solutions. 

Once we see the problems clearly, we can work for realistic 
solutions. In the process, hope is reborn through activism to 
produce policies that bring constructive change. 

What kind of policies? Well, ifwe are concerned about hunger, 
we ought to be concerned about implementing policies that 
create jobs for those who can work and provide the essentials of 


life for those who cannot. 


That's a way of encouraging realistic hopes for the future, since 
it directly attacks the problem of poverty and makes ours a better 
society -- more fair and more just for all. 

Behind both the defining of our problems and the crafting of. 
solutions for them must lie the basic, fundamental essence of our 
humanity -- the ability and the need to care for others. 

In this Christmas season, we should be examining how we as 
individuals and as a society demonstrate our concern for others. 
Caring is the trait that helps define our humanity, and a society 
that does not care about its people -- and people who don't care 
about their society or about others -- are in deep trouble. 

Too often we see examples of social meanness.and unconcern: 
of brutal attitudes toward the less fortunate and the poor. that 
should trouble us, For the social meanness so rampant these 
days is a grave weakness in our society: one that could lead to its 


disintegration from within. 


The bonds that link each of society's members to another. 
whatever their differences, should be strengthened. The compe- 
tition of life's rewards must not beallowed to.weaken the cooper- 
ation necessary for all of us to prosper together - 

As we Celebrate this Christmas then. we should be mindful of 
the values that give it meaning. values that nations need to adopt 
too, values that bind us together in caring and concern.
